THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


By Floyd C. Shoemaker, Sec’y. 
Two hundred and forty years ago, 
December 18, t638, 
the first white 
man entered the Missouri River and 
came up as far as the mouth of the 
Osage River. 
He was Baron Louis-Armand 
de 
LaHontan, a 
French-Canadian 
sol­ 
dier stationed at Montreal, who came 
down the Mississippi 
and 
up 
the 
Missouri River to the mouth of the 
Osage in the face of grave 
danger. 
Indian attacks, starvation and deser­ 
tion of his men threatened him, but 
he did not falter. 


LaHontan wrote a series of letters 
regarding his voyages which 
were 
published in two volumes on his re­ 
turn to France in 1703. The sixteenth 
letter of the series tells of his visit to 
the Missouri river as follows: 
“................I took leave of ’em 
the 
next day, which was the 13th, and in 
four days time, by 
the 
helf of the 
Current and our Oars, made the Riv­ 
er of the Missouris” (The Missouris 
were a tribe of Indians for whom the 
river was sometimes named ami who 
lived near its mouth.) 
“This done, 
we ran 
up 
against the stream 
of 
that river, 
which 
was 
at least as 
rapid as the Mississippi was at 
that 
time and arriv’d on the 18th, at 
the 
first village of the Missouris, where 1 
stopped to 
make 
the 
people some 
presents that procur’d me a hundred 
Turkeys, with which the people 
are 
wonderfully well stocked. After that 
we row’d hard against 
the 
stream, 
and landed next night near the од*, 
ond village”. 


A description of the village 
fol­ 
lowed, then he continued “ 
To 
be short, we re-embark’d that 
same 
day about two o'clock in the after­ 
noon, and rwo’d about four leagues 
up the river, where we made the riv­ 
er of the Osages, and encamp’d by its 
mouth”. 
(Osage here is believed to 
be the present Osage river). 
It was while camped here that La­ 
Hontan says an accidental discharge 
of a gun sent attacking savage 
In­ 
dians to flight because they had nev­ 
er heard the report of a gun. 
Historians do 
not 
agree on 
the 
truth of LaHontan’s account, Houck, 
in his “History 
of 
Missouri” says, 
The history of the voyages of 
La­ 
Hontan is generally considered 
en­ 
titled to little 
credence. 
Many 
of 
the statements with which he inter­ 
larded his narrative are undoubtedly 
pure fiction. 
Yet, it would be a mis­ 
take to reject his 
entire 
narrative, 
because certainly he saw much of the 
country and visited many of the In­ 
dian tribes then dwelling in the 
up­ 
per Mississippi valley. 
That he was 
on the Missouri river is evidenced by 


that the earnings were only $10,0o0

to the Texas producers of winter- 
grown Bermuda onions. 
The onion, says Mr. Beattie, 
be­ 
longs to a widely variable species, 
Alluim cepa, which forms a part of 
the botanical family of plants which 
includes many of the lilies, the sever­ 
al forms 
of asparagus 
and smilax, 
and similar plants with a scaly 
or 
fleshy enlarged root. 
A characteris­ 
tic of this family is that most of its 
specnes grow 
naturally 
upon 
soil 
having an 
abundance of moisture, 
many of them being natives of low- 
lying areas along the seashore. 
An­ 
other characteristic of plants like the 
onion and asparagus is that they will 
withstand considerable 
salt in 
the 
soils on which they grow. Conditions 
favorable to onion culture are found 
in many sections of the United Stat­ 
es and the crop is widely grown. 
Good prices for onions one year are 


likely to stimulate heavy production 
the next year. This is true not only 
because commercial growers expand 
their acreage but also because good 
prices will lead many individuals "to 
plant onions in 
small 
patches 
or 
home gardens that supply more than 
the needs of the growers and so en­ 
ter the local markets in competition 
with the field-grown crop. Onions de­ 
mand intensive culture, which makes 
them particularly adaptable for truck 


patch and back-lot cultures, in which 
the grower can cultivate and 
weed 
them in the time outside his 
usual 
hours of employment 
The average 
yield of an acre of onions is 
about 
290 bushels, but on soils 
that 
are 
suitable and fertile good cultivation 
often results in yields of from 400 to 
600 bushels an acre.

The Diamonds of Brazil 
I 
T IS said that at Dlamautlna. In 
the Brazilian province of Minas 
Geraes, gold In tluy particles is so 
plentiful in the soil that children fol­ 
low the workmen who are putting In 
telephone poles or doing any kind of 
digging, for the sake of picking up 
the tiny flecks of precious metal that 
are sure to be revealed. 
Writers on Brazil tell how miners 
seeking gold found a number of bright 
and attractive pebbles which had such 
an Individual appearance that resi­ 
dents of the village of TIjura began 
saving them 
for markers In 
card 
games. 
They became “chips,” and in 
all there probably were a bushel of 
them around the place. 
Presently a Portuguese visitor In 
TIJuca “got into a game” one day 
and recognized the markers as dia­ 
monds. 
He expressed mild Interest 
In them and offered to buy some. 
They sold him half a bushel or so, 
and he cut his stay as short as pos­ 
sible, departing for Amsterdam, a dia­ 
mond center, with the diamonds safe­ 
ly stowed away. 
Word of his discovery reached the 
Portuguese crown, for that was be­ 
fore the days of Brazilian Independ­ 
ence. 
Investigation show’ed that there 
was a huge tract of diamond bearing 
soil In Brazil, In all about 400 square 
leagues, Including the famous black 
diamond district in the state of Bahia. 
At one time the Brazilian fields 
practically controlled the world’s dia­ 
mond supply, especially In the century 
prior to 1807-70, when the South Af­ 
rican strikes were made. 
The largest diamond ever found in 
Brazil, the “Star of the South,” was 
found at a place called “Agua Suja,” 
meaning “dirty water.” 
It weighed 
about the same as the celebrated 
Kohlnoor of South Africa, about 300 
-a rat s. 
Brazilian stones are usually found 
« the beds of rivers and the busi­ 
ness of gatherHMf them Is prosaic in 
the extreme.

ousness of the situation between Bo 
livia and Paraguay, despite offers of 
mediation from many sources.

by the capture of Mariscal 
Lopez 
(Fort 
Boqueron) and 
had 
raided by air the advanced Paragua 
yan position at 
Bahia

Paraguayan legation at Lima report 
ed that a fourth fort was threatened 
by Bolivian forces and declared 
that 
“measures in accordance 
with 
the 
situation will be taken”. 
President Briand of the Council of 
the League of Nations, following re 
ceipt of news of these clashes after 
ten days of quiet, sent strong mess 
ages to Bolivia and Paraguay, both 
members of the league, stressing the 
fact that such border 
contacts 
are 
susceptible of compromising the suc­ 
cess of all pacific procedure. 
Briand added that he would

the Council if either Bolivia or Par 
aguay make a formal declaration of 
war.

Electricity is solving many 
farm 
difficulties. 
By 
doing 
away 
with 
slow, expensive and inefficient physi 
cal labor, it is today bringing about 
an agricultural revolution similar to 
the great changes 
that took place 
during the period when power 
was 
introduced into industry.

the repre­ 
sentatives of the local Natinoal Farm 
Loan Associations of Eastren Missou­ 
ri who are meeting here in the Plant­ 
ers Building in a two-day session with 
the bank officials. 
“Throughout 
the 
entire territory in 
which 
the bank 
makes loans—Missouri, Arkansas and 
Illinois—sales were made 
at 
prices 
fully as high as 
hey 
would 
have 
commanded a year ago, and in some 
instances higher. 
Good farms, 
well 
located, are in demand 
again. 
We 
have noticed particularly a better de­ 
mand 
for 
farms 
adapted 
to live 
stock or dairying. 
The farms which 
the bank has for sale have come to it 
in making 35,000 loans amounting to 


$108,000,000 over a period of 12 years. 
It has acquired only 50 farms 
from 
loans made during the last six years, 
during which time it has doubled its 
loans outstanding. 
We have at pres­ 
ent about 208 farms, but considering 
the number of loans outstanding the 
percentage of farmers who have not 
been able to make the grade on their 
installments 
is 
gratifyingly 
small, 
particularly when we recall the dis­ 
tress caused by floods and other un­ 
usual conditions in this territory in 
the last few years.

ary 1 to April 30 and from September 
1 to December 31. 
When the United States entered in­ 
to a treaty with Great Britain pro­ 
viding for the protection 
of migra­ 
tory birds in the United States 
and 
Canada, it was specified that neither 
country would permit more than three 
and a half months of shooting, 
but 
each government would be entitled to 
designate the particular period dur­ 
ing which it would permit shooting. 
Our federal government decided that 
the season in Missouri 
and 
Illinois 
should be September 16th to Decem­ 
ber 31st, inclusive, each year. 
This puts these two States in 
the 
same 
classification 
as 
Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Kansas, 


Colorado, Nebraska, 
South 
Dakota, 
North Dakota, Wyoming and 
Mon­ 
tana. 
The southern States 
have 
a 
season beginning at a later date than 
that in Missouri and Illinois ami ex­ 
tending beyond the first of the year. 
The Oklahoma season is October 1st 
to 
January 
15th. 
Other 
southern 
States bordering on Missouri, name­ 
ly, Arkansas, 
Tennessee 
and 
Ken­ 
tucky, have a 
season 
running from 
November 1st to January 31st 
It will be seen, therefore, that Mis­ 
souri is farther south than any of the 
other States in the Mississippi Val­ 
ley that have no 
January 
hunting. 
The southern part of Missouri, where 
the cotton fields bloom, 
has 
condi­ 
tions not unlike that of other south­ 
ern States, so far as migratory birds 
are concerned. These conditions have 


aroused sportsmen to clamor for 
a 
change in the season that will permit 
them to hunt during all or a 
portion 
of January, when ordinarily the duck 
shooting conditions are favorable. A 
similar situation exists 
in Southern 
Illinois. 
A letter from Keith 
McCanse 
to 
Hon. Paul G. Redington, Chief

argument: 
“When we come 
to 
that part

Missouri south of the Missouri Riv­ 
er, which is, from the standpoint of

Two hundred end forty years ago, 
December 18, £638, the flret white 
man entered the Missouri River and 
came up as far as the mouth of the 
Osage River. 
He was Baron Louia-Armaad 
de 
LaHontan, a 
French-Canadian 
sol­ 
dier stationed at Montreal, who came 
down the Mississippi 
and 
up 
the 
Missouri River to the mouth of the 
Osage in the face of grave danger. 
Indian attacks, starvation and deser­ 
tion of his men threatened him, but 
he did not falter. 
LaHontan wrote a aeries of letters 
regarding his voyages which 
were 
published in two volumes on his re­ 
turn to France in 1703. The sixteenth 
letter of the series tells of his visit to 
the Missouri river as follows: 
" ..............I took leave of 'em 
the 
next day, which was the 18th, and in 
four days time, by the helf of the 
Current and our Oars, made the Riv­ 
er of the Missouris” (The Misaouris 
were a tribe of Indiana for whom the 
river was sometimes named and who 
lived near its mouth.) 
'T his done, 
we ran up 
against the stream 
of 
that river, 
which was 
at laast as 
rapid as the Mississippi was at that 
time and arriv'd on the 18th, at the 
first village of the Misaouris, where I 
stopped to 
make 
the people some 
presents that procur'd me a hundred 
Turkeys, with which the people are 
wonderfully well stocked. After that 
we row'd hard against the 
stream, 
and landed next night near the sec­ 
ond village'*. 
A description of the village 
fol­ 
lowed, then he continued ** 
To 
be short, we re-embark’d that same 
day about two o'clock in the after 
noon, and rwo'd about four leaguee 
up the river, where we made the riv 
er of the Osages, and encamp'd by ita 
mouth”.

in his “History of Missouri” says, 
“The history of the voyages of La 
Hontan is generally considered 
en 
titled to little credence. 
Many 
of 
the statements with which he inter 
larded his narrative are undoubtedly 
pure fiction. 
Yet, it would be a mis­ 
take to reject hia entire 
narrative, 
because certainly he saw much of the 
country and visited many of the In­ 
dian tribes then dwelling in the up­ 
per Mississippi valley. That he was 
on the Missouri river is evidenced by 
the fact that he mentions the various 
tribes that had their homes along this 
river when Bourgment and other 
French explorers afterwards visited 
this region”. 
LaHontan was born June 9, 1666 in 
LaHontan, France. 
Hia father died 
when he was eight years old and he 
inherited the title of LeBaron de La­ 
Hontan d’Esleich and a shattered es­ 
tate. He was pledged from the cradle 
to militaryahip, and 
aa * the 
third 
baron of the estate became a cadet 
in the 
famous 
Bourbon 
regiment. 
When three companies of French Ma­ 
rines were sent to America in 1683, 
Louis Armand, then seventeen years 
of age, was enrolled with them. 
The legal status of his estate caus­ 
ed him to return to France after his 
voyagea in America.

They became “chips,” and In 
all there probably were a bushel of 
them around the place. 
Presently a Portuguese visitor In 
Tljuca “got Into a game” one day 
and recognized the markers as dia­ 
monds. 
He expressed mild interest 
la them and offered to buy some. 
They oold him half a bushel or so, 
and he cut his stay as short as pos­ 
sible, departing for Amsterdam, a dia­ 
mond center, with the diamonds safe­ 
ly stowed away. 
Word of his discovery reached tha 
Portuguese crown, for that was be­ 
fore the days of Brazilian Independ­ 
ence. Investigation showed that there 
was a huge tract of diamond bearing 
aotl In ltrasll, In all about 400 square 
leagues, including the famous black 
diamond district In the state of Bahia. 
At one time the Brazilian fields 
practically controlled the world’s dia­ 
mond supply, especially in the century 
prior to 1807-70, when the South Af­ 
rican atrikes ware made. 
The largest diamond ever found in 
Brasil, the “Star of the South,” was 
found at a place called "Agua Suja,” 
meaning "dirty water.” 
It weighed 
about the same as the celebrated 
Kohinoor of South Africa, about 300 
-a rats. 
Brazilian stones are usually found 
« the beds of rivers and the busi­ 
ness of gatberMhi them is prosaic In 
the extreme. 
Kaon of the improved 
methods employed in South Africa 
have as yet been in^ sdared by the 
Brazilians. 
The stones, when discov­ 
ered, look like white, half-transpar­ 
ent pebbles.

months have compared very favor­ 
ably with those of a *ke period

1927” stated H. Paul Bester, 
Presi­ 
dent of the bank when discussing the 
farm loan business with 
the repre­ 
sentatives of the local Natinoal Farm 
Loan Associations of Eastren Missou­ 
ri who are meeting here in the Plant­ 
ers Building in a two-day session with 
the bank officials. 
’Throughout the 
entire territory in which the bank 
makes loans—Missouri, Arkansas and 
Illinois—sales were made at prices 
fully as high os 
’hey would 
have 
commanded a year ago, and in some 
instances higher. 
Good farms, 
well 
located, are in demand 
again. 
We 
have noticed particularly a better de­ 
mand 
for 
farms 
adapted 
to live 
stock or dairying. 
The farms which 
the bank has for sale have come to it 
in making 36,000 loans amounting to 


$108,000,000 over a period of 12 years. 
It has acquired only 60 farms from 
loans made during the last six years, 
during which time it has doubled its 
loans outstanding. We have at pres­ 
ent about 208 farms, but considering 
the number of loans outstanding the 
percentage of farmers who have not 
been able to make the grade on their 
installments is 
gratifyingly small, 
particularly when we recall the dis­ 
tress caused by floods and other un­ 
usual conditions in this territory in 
the last few years. 
In 
discussing 
ways 
and means 
whereby the 421 local National Farm 
Loan Associations in this district can 
be of more service to farmers during

inclusive each year, while the 
State 
statutes extend the time from Janu­ 
ary 1 to April 30 and from September 
1 to December 31. 
When the United States entered in­ 
to a treaty with Great Britain pro­ 
viding for the protection 
of migra­ 
tory birds in the United States 
and 
Canada, it was specified that neither 
country would permit more than three 
and a half months of shooting, 
but 
each government would be entitled to 
designate the particular period dur­ 
ing which it would permit shooting. 
Our federal government decided that 
the season in Missouri 
and 
Illinois 
should be September 16th to Decem­ 
ber 31st, inclusive, each year. 
This puts these two States in the 
1 same 
classification 
as 
Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Kansas, 


Colorado, Nebraska, 
South 
Dakota, 
North Dakota, Wyoming and 
Mon­ 
tana. The southern States have 
a 
season beginning at a later date than 
that in Missouri and Illinois and ex­ 
tending beyond the first of the year. 
The Oklahoma season is October 1st 
to January 
15th. 
Other southern 
States bordering on Missouri, name­ 
ly, Arkansas, Tennessee ami Ken­ 
tucky, have a season running from 
November 1st to January 31st. 
It will be seen, therefore, that Mis­ 
souri is farther south than any of the 
other States in the Mississippi Val­ 
ley that have no January 
hunting. 
The southern part of Missouri, where 
the cotton fields bloom, 
has condi­ 
tions not unlike that of other south­ 
ern States, so far aa migratory birds 
are concerned. These conditions have 


aroused sportsmen to clamor for 
a 
change in the season that will permit 
them to hunt during all or a portion 
of January, when ordinarily the duck 
shooting conditions are favorable. A 
similar situation exists 
in Southern 
Illinois. 
A letter from Keith 
McCanse to 
Hon. Paul G. Redington, Chief 
Bu­ 
reau of Biological Survey at Wash­ 
ington, carries out the same line of 
argument: 
“When we come to that part of 
Missouri south of the Missouri Riv­ 
er, which is, from the standpoint of 
both territory and population, great­ 
er than north Missouri, there will be 
practically unanimous opinion of all 
hunters who hunt in this region to 
the effect that 
the 
migratory bird 
season should be^ later than it now is. 


As a matter of fact, southern Missou­ 
ri has 
been 
greatly discriminated 
against in this respect. Of all the 
States in the great Mississippi water­ 
shed, Missouri is the farthest south 
of any of those whose shooting sea­ 
son closes as early as December 31st. 
In Missouri's 
sister States 
to the 
south the hunting 
season 
extends 
either to January 15 or January 31. 
The extreme differences in condition 
in Missouri must be taken into consid­ 
eration. 
While northern Missouri is 
representative of the great corn belt, 
yet the southern part of our 
Stat? 
has the cotton fields of the old south. 
While the farmers of north Missouri 
are using bob-sleds, at the same time 
the piccaninnies along the Missouri- 
Arkansas line are going barefooted.

Board decided upon the seasons fc 
hunting migratory birds, all cond 
tiona in the United States could no 
of course, be taken into consideratioi 
but it seems now since you have ha 
the opportunity of viewing the pnu 
tical operation of the seasons in vi 
rious territories that obvious injui 
tices, such as that existing in soutl 
em Missouri, should be corrected.
